When Captain Cook the English 
navigator, sailed in 1770 along the 
castern coast of Australia, taking pos- 
session of it in the name of Great 
Britain and naming it New South Wales, 
there were more than 300,000 natives 
who occupied the three million square 
miles of the new continent. Today there 
are 75,000 aborigines left. They live on 
eighty million acres, set aside by the 
Australian government as aboriginal res- 
erves, territories virtually forbidden to 
the white man. 


Koonibba ana Yalata are the two 
reserves where our. church conducts 
missions. Koonibba lies about twenty- 


five miles inland from the Southern 
Ocean near Denial Bay on the far West 
Coast of South Australia. Adelaide is, 
by road, 550 miles to the southeast. The 
nearest town of any size is Port Lincoln, 
a town of 7000 on the southern tip of 
Eyre Peninsula. Yalata is “beyond” 
Koonibba — about 100 miles,

Arrivals 


The red Morris truck was ready, 
loaded at the gate vith rations, and 
three native work-boys were stand- 
ing by, watching over the cargo. 
Soon the truck was rolling down the 
road with Mr. Barry Lindner at the 


wheel. A little later a blue Holden 


utility followed, carrying Mr. Max 


Thomas and Professor Pahl, with — 


Pastor Logan at the wheel. 


Sixteen miles later, as we 
approached the native encampment, 
through the trees we could see the 
bush wurlies, the homes of 200-odd 
natives and not a few dogs, scat- 
tered round the scrub in a rough 
circle. On the edge of the camp 
could be seen a pre-fabricated room 
where Sister Mirtschin, assisted by 
Teacher Tischler, was giving medical 


help to the people. Meanwhile, by 


the red Mortis truck, rations were 
being distributed, store goods sold, 
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and boomerangs, spears, and other 
curios bought. 


Getting Acquainted 
The new young missionary, his 
part done in the distribution of 
rations, moved round talking to the 
natives, gaining their confidence, get- 
ting to know their ways, and telling 


| them to be ready next day in the 


early afternoon for a special service. 
Then we left them. 
Next day, Tuesday, May 17th, 


saw us all at the same camp again. 


Visitors came up from Koonibba, 
nearly 100 miles away, for the occa- 
sion. 

It was a most unusual sight for 


us, who are accustomed to have the 
_ solemn acts of the church performed 
in dignified houses of worship, to see 


three pastors in clerical gowns, a 
few white people, and 150 or so 
crudely dressed dark people sitting 
in more or less straight lines (and 
how many more peeping shyly out of 
nearby wurlies I do not know), 
gathered for worship. 


Tea Chest Altar 

The altar was a couple of empty 
tea chests turned upside down and 
covered with a white cloth on which 
was set a Bible and crucifix. 

That was the setting for the ser- 
vice in which Pastor C. Logan was 
installed as missionary to the natives 
at Yalata. 


The sound of unaccompanied 
singing echoed through the trees. 

Then all heard in silence the 
words of Professor Pahl as he ex- 
plained to his listeners that as they 
feed their bodies on food so that 
they might live and give strength to 
the body, so they must have food 
for the soul that their souls might 
be strong and live forever. This food 
is the Word of God. God has sent 
Pastor Logan to be His messenger 
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and if they receive him and believe 
his words, then they receive God 
and their souls shall live. 

Three Baptisms 

Immediately after the installation, 
three children were brought forward 
to be baptized by the new mission- 
ary. Dark-skinned they were, and 
stained by sin, but washed by the 
blood of our Saviour in Holy Bap- 
tism, they were received as God’s 
children. 

I once wondered whether this 
work was worthwhile. I wonder no 
more. God truly is at work at Yalata. 
Will you join me in praying for 
these people and for those who 
work among them to bring them to 
Jesus?

Here again we are plagued by the 
miserable fact that no one perceives 
or heeds this truth. All live on as 
though God gave us children for our 
pleasure or amusement, as though 
He gave us servants to use, like a 
cow or an ass, for work only, or as 
though we were to live with our 
subordinates only to gratify our 
whims, ignori.g them as though what 
they learn or kow they live were no 
concern of ours No one wants to see 
that educating or training is the 
command of the Supreme Majesty, 
who will strictly call us to account 
and punish us for its neglect, or 
that the need to be seriously con- 
cerned about young people is so 
great. For if we want to have good 
and capable persons for both tem- 
poral and spiritual leadership, we 
must certainly spare no diligence, 
effort, or cost in teaching and edu- 
cating our children that they may be 
able to serve God and the world. 
We must think not only how we may 
amass money and possessions for 
them; for God can surely support 
them and make them rich without 
us, as He is doing every day. But he 
has given and entrusted children to 
us that we should train and govern 
them according to His will; other- 
wise He would have no need of 
father and mother. Let everyone 
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know, therefore, that it is His duty, 
on peril of losing the divine favour, 
to bring up his children above all 
things in the fear and knowledge of 
God and, if they are talented, to let 
them learn and study so that they 
may be of service wherever they are 
needed.

If this advice were put into prac- 
tice God would also richly bless us 
and give us grace to bring up the 
sort of people who might benefit the 
country and its inhabitants, likewise 
well-trained citizens, chaste and 
domestic women, who in turn might 
rear godly children and servants.

How- 
ever, if we have children and sub- 
jects who are spoiled and disobed- 
ient, they are the products of our 
training.

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Master Plan at Kentish Town 
Taped Conversation at Breakfast 
Dedication Date for Ruislip

How many years will it take for 
our church in England to become 
self-supporting? How much does it 
cost to run a full-scale Lutheran 
congregation? How many communi- 
cant members must a congregation 
have to be able to meet such costs? 
How many years will it take a new 
mission to reach a communicant 
membership of, say, 200 and raise 
a total budget of, say, £4,000? These 
were questions discussed by Luther- 
Tyndale members at a_ special 
“ELCE Evening” on Thursday, 12 
May, when the ELCE Master Pian 
adopted by the 1960 Synod at 
Sunderland was described by Pastor 
Norman Heintz and approved by 
the congregation. 


The colour filmstrip, “A Luth- 
eran Rose Blossoms in” England”, 
recalling sixty years of ELCE his- 
tory and showing the eight new mis- 
sions begun since 1954, was fol- 
lowed by first-hand reports of the 
1960 Synod by Luther-Tyndale 
members who attended the meeting 
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at Sunderland. The major part of 
the evening was spent in examining 
the objectives, charts and graphs of 
the Master Plan. The Plan envisa- 
ges financial independence for the 
ELCE by 1985 on the double 
premises of a church-wide increase 
each year of 10% in communicant 
membership and in Christian giving. 

A young member pointed out that 
since there had been an annual rise 
of 15% in ELCE membership and 
giving over the past five years, the 
Plan’s aim of self-support for the 
ELCE in twenty-five years was, in 
fact, a modest one. Luther-Tyndale’s 
special responsibility, as that of the 
mother congregation, would not be 
met, another member stressed, un- 
less each metnber committed himself 
to the carrying out of the Plan. 

“Look Out, Lizzie” at Caledonia 
produces £52 for Luther-Tyndale in 
London. The young people of St. 
Pauls Lutheran Church, Caledonia, 
Michigan, U.S.A., put on a play and 
turned over the proceeds to the 
Kentish Town Church.

WHICH SEEMED KE AN HOUR!” 


Rio Nezro, Orsono, Chile, S.A. 
May 28th, 1960 


Dear brother of Christ: 
I pray to God that you and your dear family are in good health. 


We here in Chile are in the most terrible confusion. Thanks to God 
for keeping us alive and in health after this horrible earthquake! Eighty 
per cent. of the houses in this city are destroyed. Besides, the fires caused 
by the earthquake are destroying everything, making the situation much 
worse. 

We are living on the sidewalks right now, like most of the people 
making little houses with planks of wood. 

Brother Melendez, how terrible is all this that we Chilean people are 
going through! And at the same time, what a confusion and terror is 
still reigning here, because there are still tremors. The buildings which 
were raised majestically to the skies are now complete’y destroyed and 
lying in the mud. It is raining here now. 

What a picture to see the mothers praying to Gud for mercy for their

own and their children’s lives! Now we see how precious our lives are, and 
that in times of danger the material things are worthless. 

Doctor Melendez, if I could only explain to you all that has happenea 
and is still happening! This is a sign that Christ loves us and through this 
wants us to return to Him. Words cannot explain the tragedy. 

Hundreds and hundreds of people are crying about their loved ones 
who have died, crushed under the falien houses, or swallowed by thé 
earth, or burned by the flames. And there are thousands too who have 
drowned, because in the ports there have been quakes in the ocean, as you 
probably have read in the newspapers and heard on the radio. We don’ 
have light, water, gas, telephones or trains. (The letters are taken by airplane 
And the worst is that the rain is finishing the little that has been lef: 
standing, making the situation much worse. 

The duration of the earthquake was five minutes, which seemed to u. 
like an hour. The intensity here was eight degrees, in other cities, like Core 
cepcion, it went over nine degrees. 

Four days have passed since the worst earthquake, and there are sti: 
tremors, finishing the houses that have been left standing. And what is sti, 
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more terrible, six volcanoes have erupted on account of the earthquake, 
and two new ones have come up, a few kilometres from this city. How hor- 
rible this is! You can have an idea of how great our fear is, because the 
volcanoes are throwing up fire and sulphur. The sky gets red on account 
of the fire and black on account of the ashes. 

The people who have never mentioned God are humbled and are im- 
ploring grace on account of the terror which has taken possession of them, 

We have food for about ten more days. After that, may God have 
mercy on us. 

Many years will pass before Chile is again what is was before. There 
are cities which have disappeared compietely, like Puerto Saavedra, 
Llanquihua (7,000 inhabitants). Puerto Monit (90,000) has been abandoned 
Carahue, Maullin, and the greater part of the third largest city in Chile, 
which is Concepcion (300,000). Valdivia (60,000) has been the most des- 
tructed. These are informations from the extreme south of our country; 
from the north we don't have much information yet, because communica- 
tion has been cut off, and there is no electricity. 

_ Excuse my handwriting, but twice we had to go outside on account 
of the tremors. 

Brother Melendez, we here want to ask a great favour of you: to send 
us food. Food is what we urgently need here, because the stores do not 
exist any more. 

You who preach over the radio, you can do it, in your programmes; or 
in your church. We will thank you all our lives. We also need clothing and 
money, but first food, because with this we live. 

My family knows that you are a person who is always ready to help 
those who are in need, and we are confident that you will extend us your 
kind hand, since we are eleven in our family. But it is not only we, but the 
whole nation who needs help. 

Another personal request: Pray for us in your church that we may 
not hunger or have more adversities. 

You know. brother Melendez, that food is essential to the human being, 
and this is what we want you to send us.

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Picture of Robert Barnes Discovered 


An anonymous sixteenth-century wood- 
cut of Robert Barnes, the English 
Lutheran martyr-minister who died at 
the stake of Smithfield in July 1540, was 
found in the British Museum by an 
American Lutheran professor, While do- 
ing research work on the life and writ- 
ings of Barnes. 

Professor N. S. Tjernagel, Ph. D., pro- 
fesser of History and Religion at Con- 
cordia Teachers’ College at River Forest, 
Illinois, U.S.A., discovered the woodcut 
at the end of the third essay in Barnes 
“Supplications”, printed in 1534 in Lon- 
don by Bydell of Fleet Street. Hitherto 
it was thought that no picture of Barnes 
existed. 

Professor Tjernagel spent feur months 
in research at the British Museum ia 
preparation for his 300-page bork 
“Martin Lutker and Henry VIII’, to be 
published by Concordia. He was awarded 
the Doctor of Philosophy degree by the 
University of Iowa for nis work en 
Robert Barnes. 

On June 12 and 19, Dr, Tjernagel de- 
livered two memoria] sermous at Luther- 
Tyndale Memorial Church, London, one 
on Robert Barnes, the other on Barnes’

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yee What can I find in the Bible to console myself for having hurt a 
dear one very much but not asking his forgiveness before he died? Will God 
forgive me? 


Answer: There is no doubt that as a 
Christian you should have asked him at 
once to forgive you, even if it was only 
an unintentional sin which you did not 
mean to do. How much more promptly 
should you have swallowed your pride 
and pleaded for his pardon, since you 
did this knowingly! Christian people 
should not let the sun go down upon 
their wrath, (Eph. 4:26), but be recon- 
ciled without delay, (Matthew 5:23-25). 


All this is impossible for you now 
since death has sealed his ears and lips. 
But will God forgive? You have your 
Saviour’s assurance: “Verily I say unto 
you, all sins shall be forgiven unto the 


sons of men”, Mark 3.28. Again: “Him 
laat cometa unio me | will in no wise 
cast out”, John 6:37. And: “The blood 
of Jesus Christ, His Son. cleanseth us 
from all sin” I John 1:7. 

Go to your heavenly Father, like the 
Prodigal Sen. Confess this and all other 
sins which you have committed. Put your 
implicit trust in His promises, firmly be- 
lieving that for Jesus’ sake He will not 
reject you but will receive you to His 
fatherly heart and absclve you from 
your tormenting guilt. That is the road 
to peace. Walk it and then go and sin 
no more, (John 5:14, 8:11)
